started in the 
I scho o ls—the wo rk o f ro unding o ut 
| and dev elo ping the peo ple into men 
and wo men o f parts. 
We mig ht think that with scho o l 
libraries and priv ate libraries there 
wo uld be no demand fo r a free pub­ 
lic o ne, but there is. 
First, it reaches and ministers to a 
arg e class that has no access to the 
oib tr 
libraries—that, class which 
so me writers are 
pleased to desig ­ 
nate as the “ submerg ed.” In almo st 
any 
co mmunity it is easy to 
find 
y o ung peo ple 
who 
hav e 
receiv ed 
;’airly g o o d educatio ns at scho o l, but 
who se ho me surro unding s are practi­ 
cally dev o id o f all literary o r educa- 
;io nal facilities. 
These y o ung peo - 
>le g iv en access to g o o d bo o ks, can 
easily be led o nward and upwar.d into 
iv es o f usefulness and ho no r, where­ 
as, if fo rced to depend upo n 
their 
o wn reso urces fo r the means o f a c­ 
quiring 
further 
kno wledg e, 
they 
wo uld beco me weary and g iv e up the 
strug g le. 
It is o nly o f recent y ears that the 
co nv ictio n has taken po ssessio n o f 
;he American mind that the child is 
he ward o f the state, and that the 
state, indiv idually and co llectiv ely , is 
respo nsible fo r making o f the child

nized, to o , hjs g reat serv ice 
in 
the 
senate and his wo rth to them there. 
He wa.- re-elected becau se his whole 
reco rd entitled him 
to re-election. 
So it will be with the men who aft 
no w under criiicii-io . If their whole 
serv ice iu congress 
warrants 
it, 
their terms will be ex tended. 
They 
will hardly be cast ou t becau se of e 
single incident.

Ev en the busy man of affairs, the 
do cto r, the lawy er, the 
merchant, tho 
mechanic, the farmer, Has occasion 
frequently to co nsult 
the p u blie li­ 
brary . 
Law libraries may be com­ 
plete, but they co ntain only law, and 
their po ssesso rs frequently 
need in ­ 
info rmatio n 
alo ng o ther 
line9. The 
same applies to medical and other 
libraries. 
And a p u blic 
library , 
whether selected with discrimination 
o r no t, is pretty su re to contain a 
v ariety o f info rmatio n 
on almost any 
subject. 
The statement can no t be made too 
stro ng , that the co mmunity 
that ha* 
no t a well sto cked and well seleeted 
public library is standing in its own 
lig ht in the matter o f p rogress an,d 
dev elo pment. No t o nly 
this, bu t it is 
unjustly neg lecting many p ersons in 
its midst to who m it owes a sacred 
duty —the duty o f furnishing 
than 
the means to satisfy their crav ing 
fo r kno wledg e. 
“ Educate, and 
educate and keep 
educating ,” is the American slogan, 
and o ne o f the mo st 
p otent aids to 
the univ ersal educatio n o f 
the p eop le 
o f any co mmunity is a 
good library .

It happens this 
way: The 


U. S. C ensus Bureau will admit In­ 
diana to the U. S. Birth Registration 
Area if a test shows that 90 
per 
cent of the births are legally regts 
tered. This would be a very consid­ 
erable honor and distinction, for the 
birth statistics of our state 
would 
then be published in the U. S. Cen­ 
sus reports which go to 
all the 
great libraries of the world and are 
studied by statesmen and scholars 
of every civilized land. 
Every citi­ 
zen should help to advance Indiana 
in this matter. 
The state law commands that all 
births sha! lbe reported by the a t­ 
tending physician or midwife to the 
nearest health officer for legal rec­ 
ord within thirtv-six hours after o c ­ 
curence, and prescribes a fine 
<d 
not less than ten nor 
more 
than 
fifty dollars for failure and 
says - 
—‘All bills or charges for 
profes­ 
ional services rendered at a •birtn 
shall he unlawful if report is not 
m ade as herein commanded. 
In the 
event no physician or midwife 
is 
present, then the householder shall 
make ihe report/ 
Mothers «od fathers must also be 
interested and co-opeiate in 
this 
matter for their own protection as 
for their children, and ko 


traveling in this country remarked 
to a doctor in Indianapolis—“I am 
surprised Indiana does not have ac­ 
curate birth statistics, how is it pos­ 
sible to have knowledge of State so­ 
ciological conditions without them? 
He might have asked—'How is 
it 
possible, when occasion requires, to 
prove nativity, age, birthplace, legi­ 
timacy, right to insurance, pensions, 
inheritance, etc.? 
Since the war in 
Europe began the state board 
of 
health had had a 
number 
of re­ 
quests from Hoosiers caught in for­ 
eign countries, for

ficate to prove its legitimacy, said 
in tears, when told her doctor had 
failed to report. 
“Oh! why did he

which there is much doubt, has been 
explained by a well known 
Indiana 
county attorney. 
He analysizes the 
statute as follows: 
The election for delegates to the 
Constitutional 
Convention 
will be 
held September 18, 1917. 
No person, male or female, may 
vote 
for 
Constitutional 
Delegate 
September 18, 1917 unless lie or she 
shall have duly and legally register­ 
ed between June ‘20th and August 
20th, 1917. 
All persons desiring to 
vote must register with th£ county 
board 
Registration at the court 
house. 
The < ^ ^ ty board of registration 
will he in session at the court house 
every day, Sundays and legal holi 
days excepted, from June 20th to 
August'20th, 1917 to receive appli­ 
cations for registration and to re­ 
gister voters, and will furnish to all 
applicants 
upon 
request 
proper 
blank applications. 
The appropriate 
blank 
applica­ 
tions shall be fully and correctly fill­ 
ed out with the required data and 
must be signed by the applicant with 
his or her name in his or her own 
hand writing, if able to write, and 
if not able to write, or to write 
in 
English, then a certain prescribed 
affidavit shall he executed, before 
an officer having a seal, by the ap­ 
plicant. 
The 
applicant 
for 
registration 
may deliver his or her signed ap­ 
plication in person to the registra 
tion board at the court house dur­ 
ing the hours when in session, which 
are 8 a. m. to 5 p. m. 
If Jhe applicant sepd his or her 
application either by messenger 
or 
mail to the 
Registration Board at 
the court house a certain addition­ 
al affidavit made by the applicant, 
before 
an officer 
having 
a seal, 
must accompany the application. 
On 
primary 
election 
day, 
if 
there be such within the registration

The registration 
board consists 
of the clerk of the circuit court and 
two registration commissioners, one 
a democrat and the other a repub­ 
lican, appointed by the said clerk, 
on 
the recommendation of the re­ 
spective party chairmen. 
The Registration Board, 
on 
the 
recommendation of 
said 
Party 
Chairmen, shall appoint two clerks, 
one a Democrat and the other a Re 
publican, one of such clerks to be 
chief and the other deputy, but each 
receiving equal pay, not exceeding 
$5 per day for the sixty day period. 
Section 4 of the Act of 1917 pro­ 
vides for the compensation of the 
Registration Commissioners as fol­ 
lows: 
“They shall 
receive 
such 
compensation for their services 
the law’ provides shall he paid 
members of the County 
Board 
Election Commissioners.” 
Section 6897 provides 
that 
members of the County Board 
Election Commissioners shall serve 
without compensation. 
Section 6956 provides that 
the 
County Board of Election Commis­ 
sioners shall constitute the County 
Board of Canvassers. 
Section 6977 provides that 
the 
members of the County Board 
of 
Canvassers shall receive $2 per day 
and 5 cents per mile going and re­ 
turning, one trip, as per 
Section 
4730 Acts 1881 and under this Act, 
Section 4715, the Inspectors of each 
precinct 
constituted 
the 
County 
Board of Canvassers, with the Clerk 
of the Circuit Court, Section 4716, 
as Clerk of the said Board.

A public library is almost a neces- 


sity in any community. It is a nece- 
•sity if the community is to take rank 
with the progressive thought of the 


day. 


The public library supplies to the 


community at large that which some 
homes do, but many 4o not, furnish 
—the means of developing the high- 
er and better side of humanity. 


No town, village or rural communi- 


ty should ever consent to do with- 
out a good public library, any more 
than it would consent to be deprived 
of a public school. For the library 
takes up and carries on the work 
that is merely well started in the 
schools—the work of rounding out 
| and developing the people into men 
and women of parts. 


We might think that with school 


libraries and private libraries there 
would be no' demand fof a free pnb- 
jlic one, but there-is. 


First, it reaches and ministers to a 


large class that has no access to the 
o|b«r.- : libraries—that, class which 
some w'ritefs'!are pleased' to desig- 
nate as the "submerged." In 'almost 
any community it is ea'sy to fin,d 
.young people who have received 
fairly good educations at school, but 
whose home surroundings are practi- 
cally-devoid of all literary or educa- 
tional facilities.

easily be led onward and upwar.dinto 
lives of usefulness and honor, whiere-

An opportunity offers, says the 


state board of-health, to secure a 
very considerable' honor 
to 
our 


state. It happens this way: The 
U. S. Census Bureau will admit In- 
diana to the U. S. Birth Registration 
Area if a test shows that 90 
per 


cent of the births ore legally regis- 
tered. This \yould be a very consid^ 
erivble honor and distinction, for the 
birth statistics of our state would 
then be published in the U. S. Cen- 
sus reports which go to 
all 
the 


great libraries of the world and "are 
studied by statesmen and scholars 
of every civilized land. Every citi- 
zen should help to advance Indiana 
in this matter. . 


The state law commands that all 


births shal Ibe reported by the at- 
tending physician or midwife to the 
nearest health officer for legal rec- 
ord within thirty-six hours after oir-., 
curence, and prescribes a fine of 
not less than ten nor 
more 
than 


fifty dollars for failure and says—, 
—'All bills or charges for 
profes- 


sional services rendered at a 'binti 
shall be unlawful if. report is not 
made' <fs herein commanded. In the 
event no phys'cian or midwife 
is 


present, then the hottseholdei1 shall- 
make the report.'

the early spring or late autumn. In 
order to have the leaves crisp

type this should be about 12 inches 
apart. 
This will result in the for- 


mation of rather compact heads and 
the entire plant may then be cut for 
use. For an early crop in the North 
the 
plants should be started in a 


hotbed or cold frame 
and 
trans- 


planted as soon as hard freezes are 
over. 
In many sections 
of 
the 


South, the seeds are sown 
during 


the- autumn and the plant allowed to 
remain in the ground over 
winter. 


Frequent shallow cultivation should 
be given the crop and, if crisp and 
tender lettuce is desired during the 
summer months, some form of par- 
tial shading may be necessary. 


For head lettuce, 
Big Boston. 


Hanson, and California Cream But- 
ter are good varieties. 
The loose- 


leaf lettuce,'Grand Rapids or black- 
seeded Simpson are recommended. 


Radishes arc so hardy that they 


may be grown through the winter in 
cold frames in the latitude of Wash- 
ington, and farther South in 
the 


open ground. 
In the North, 
they 


require hotbeds, but can be sown in 
the open ground as soon as the soil 
is moderately warm. 
They 
should 


be planted in drills 12 t« 18 inches 
apart and thinned slightly as soon 
as the plants are up. On a quick, 
rich soil some of the earlier varie- 
ties can be matured in from 3 to 4 
weeks after planting. If the plants 
are allowed to remain long in 
the 


open ground, the roots loose theii 
crispness and delicate flavor, and, 
in order tu secure a constant supply, 
successive plantings should be .made 
every two weeks. One ounce of rad- 
ish seed is .sufficient to plant 100 
feet of row. A large percentage oi 
the seed germinates and. if the sow- 
ing is done carefully, later thinning 
myy be unnecessary. The first rad- 
ishes to appear may be pulled 
as 


soon as they are of sufficient size, 
and this will leave enough room for 
those that arc a little later. 
The 


plant is not suited to hot weather, 
but should be planted in the early 
spring- and late autumn.

One million 
dooryard 
gardens 


planted in our suburbs and 
cities 


this spring would mean a national 
saving of possibly 
,$50,000,000, a 


sum as large as* that which Presi- 
dent McKinley was given by Con- 
gress for the prosecution 
of 
the 


Spanish-American war. Growing 
vegetables for home consumption in 
these gardens would 
relieve 
the 


railroads of the necessity of carry- 
ing millions of 
pounds of 
bulky 


freight thus releasing thousands of 
cars and engines for hauling 
men 


and munitions. 


Our experts have calculated that 


an average American family uses 
about 20 bushels of potatoes a year. 
It does not take but a fraction 
of 


an acre to produce this quantity of 
this important foodstuff since a fair 
yield of this crop is 200 bushels in a 
eason, and it is not uncommon for 
potatoes to run to 400 
or 
more 


bushels per acre.
